GERMANS MAY NOW ATTEMPT — 
ATTACK FROM UPPER ALSACE 
SINCE RIGHT WING DEFEATED 


Paris Regards Situation as Very Satisfactory—Official Com- 
munication, However, is Brief and States Nothing New to 
Report—Winter Harasses Kaiser's Operations in Vosges | 
—Military Critic Declares Outlook for Fatherland Bad) 


Along Whole Front.

Paris, 80.—Paris regards the 


Situation this morning in Fianders,as 
highly favorable, In official circles 
there prevails an alr of satisfaction 
surpassing the impression created by 
the official communications. The sec- 
ond visit of President Poincare to the 
battle front is regarded as a good sign 
and is taken to presage important de- 
velopments. 

Military critics regard the prolonged 
assaults of the Germans along the 
Yser as having failed and they expect 
that the enemy, following their cus« 
tom, will now make another effort else- 
where, The great activity in Upper 
Alsace during the last few days sug- 
gests an attack from that quarter, 

lt is declared here that all Germans 
wounded at St. Louls have been taken 
acros sthe Rhine and that all applica- 
tions fer safe conducts in upper Alsace 
have been refused. 

In spite of the general hopefulness 
prevailing in the French capital, the 
deadlock in the extended battle line in 
France and Belgium continues today, 
acocrdin gto all the information re- 
garding the great battle raging be- 
tween the Germans and the allies. 

The latest French official communi- 
cation, briefer than ever, declares sim- 
ply that there is no special news to 
report. While fighting apepars to be 
somewhat more general it is not so 
fierce or continuous as it was after 
the battle line in the northeast ex- 
tended into Belgium along the Yser 
and to the coast Evidently both sides 
are recuperating as much as possible 
from the strain of these tremendous ef- 
fort and are their strenthening their 
lines with fresh troops,
